They believe that the rise 
will be more moderate—more 
moderate than it has been in 
the last year, but they are con- 
fident that the direction of the 
movement will be up. 

“It would be unrealistic to 
expect prices to decline in the 
next six to 12 months,” a top 
Administration economic ad- 
viser said. He explained that 
living costs have been going up 
because food”prices have been 
rising and rent and the prices of 
services have been increasing. 
The prices of things — refrig- 
erators, washing machines, 
clothing and the like — have 
drifted lower since the begin- 
ning of the year.

Any license fee should reflect 
the different sizes of the dif- 
ferent businesses, it added.

“Consideration for the pres- 
ent may be in joint action by 
Britain, France, the United 
States, Saudi Arabia and Egypt 
to ease the tensions from 
within, and joint action to re- 
strain tensions from without.” 


Egypt Is On Other Side. 


Of the nations Mansfield 
mentioned, Britain, France and 
Saudi Arabia are friends of the 
United States and are anti- 
Communist. But Egypt, like 
Syria, has been receiving Com- 
munist arms and has tended 
toward Moscow. Egypt also has 
charged the United States with 
plotting against the present pro- 
Soviet Syrian regime. 


Referring to Communist arms 
shipments to the Middle East, 
Mansfield said that “when the 
United Nations meet next week, 
we should try to seek through 
it some degree of international 
control over the arms traffic’ 
in that area. 

The State Department an- 
nouncement yesterday said dip- 
lomat Henderson’s report on his 
Middle East trip “will be given 
further study .. . in the light 
of relevant principles of the 
United Nations Charter and the 
policies set forth in the joint 
resolution of March 9, 1957.” 

The resolution of March 9, 
adopted by Congress on the ur- 
gent recommendation of Mr. 
Eisenhower, pledged American 
military and economic aid to 
any Middle East nation asking 
such help to resist aggression 
from international Communism. 


No Aggression Expected. 


‘There has been no open ag- 
gression against any of Syria’s 
neighbors and American offi- 
cials generally discount the pos- 
sibility of any such outright 
military action. 


What is_ seriously feared, 
however, is pro-Soviet subver- 
sion originating in Syria against 
neighboring countries. Author- 
ities here are also worried about 
the possible political impact in 
friendly Middle Eastern coun- 
tries of the trend of develop- 
ment in Syria. 


The French Foreign Office, 
meanwhile, disclosed that 
France has delivered tanks to 
Lebanon. A spokesman did not 
say how many had been sent, 
but he said deliveries began 
early in 1957 under terms of a 
long-standing agreement. 

In Cairo, Henderson’s \survey 
trip was called “a comedy.” 

Egyptian President Nasser’s 
chief political adviser, Ali Sa- 
bry, said it was “a comedy simi- 
lar to that America staged when 


the Soviet Union.”

What to Do With the Constables 

The St. Louis County Council has ordered a 
detailed audit of the books of the county’s four 
Constables. But a larger question is raised by 
the fact that at least three of the four Constables 
admit that they have not handled their funds in 
accordance with the appropriate county ordi- 
nance. That question is: How can the county 
best control the Constables? 

If the Councilmen face that issue without ref- 
erence to politics they probably would reach 
the same conclusion as most people who have 
examined the county’s governmental structure: 
The Constables ought to be eliminated as inde- 
pendent elective officers and their work trans- 
ferred to the Sheriff's office. 
ought to be eliminated as an elective official 
and made an appointee of the Supervisor. 

The county's Constables and the Sheriff are 
basically process servers, the Constables for the 
Magistrate Courts and the Sheriff for the Cir. 

‘uit Courts. 
is no policy-making fiinetion about them and, 
accordingly, no feason that they should be elec- 
tive. It makes about as much sense to elect these 
functionaries as it would for the county to elect 
a dog-<atcher or a garbage collector. 

The Constables are only four of the dozen or 
so county administrative officials 
elected. All of them ought to be made ap- 
pointive under the Supervisor—who then would 
really have something to supervise. This re- 
quires amendment of the County Charter, and 
the simplest way to achieve that end is for the 
Council to submit the amendments to the peo- 
ple for approval. 

Reform of the county’s unwieldy, inefficient 
and sloppy government deserves A-l priority.

Wise Enforcement Needed. 


The parts played by Senator 
Lyndon Johnson and Speaker 
Rayburn in working out a com- 
promise bill, the decision not to 
filibuster taken by Senator Rus- 
sell and all but one of his 
Southern colleagues, mark a 
breakthrough towards co-opera- 
tion and consent, the first since 
the Civil War.

This is true of the public 
schools, the colleges and the 
universities, where as the 
school population ®rises, the 
quality of education is deteri- 
orating. 

The school problem is all the 
more poignant because, now 
that the law of the land calls 
for integrated schools, money 
will have to be found to re- 
place the generally inferior 
Negro schools. 


Duty vs. New Cars. 


In the great urban conglom- 
eration much new public 
money; not all of it of course 
federal money, will have to be 
spent on parks and recreation 
facilities, and on _ hospitals, 
highways, housing and commu- 
nications. 

We .are running counter to 
the facts of our miiltary and 
diplomatic position in the 
world, and of the expansion of 
our people at heme, when we 
allow politicians to beguile us 
with talk about tax cuts. 

What we should be hearing 
from Washington, and talking 
about ourselves, is not tax cuts, 
not how to be able to buy on 
borrowed money more and 
longer and wider and faster mo- 
tor cars, but how to meet our 
responsibilities and to do our 
duty.

Ernest Paffrath, former St. 
Louis Sewer Commissioner, died 
today at St. Mary’s Hospital of 
a heart ailment. He had been 
under treatment at the hospital 
for a heart condition and asthma 
for a year and a half. 

Mr. Paffrath, who was 171 
years old, began his career as 
a surveyor for the Santa Fe 
Railroad. In 1909, he went to 
work for the city as a surveyor, 
and later became a district en- 
gineer, a post he held for many 
years. 


In 1922, he was appointed 
superintendent of sewer main- 
tenance for the city, becoming 
assistant sewer commissioner 
in 1926. His appointment as 
commissioner came in 1946, and 
he held the post until January 
of last year, when operations 
were transferred to the Metro- 
politan Sewer District. Before 
his resignation last November 
because of ill-health, he was 
chief of maintenance for the 
Metropolitan Sewer District. 

Mr. Paffrath was a member 
of the committee which set up 
the procedures for city rubbish 
collection in 1946, and was the 
chief author ¢f the 1955 report 
which established the mainte- 
nance department of the Met- 
ropolitan Sewer District. 

Although not a graduate en- 
gineer, he was a registered pro- 
fessional engineer, an honorary 
member of the American So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers, a mem- 
ber of the American Public 
Works Association and a for- 
mer member of the Engineers 
Club of St. Louis. '

The teachers, Charles Wins- 
co:t and Jack Crawford, former 
histcry instructors now devot- 
ing their full time to the driv- 
ing program, are sure that with 
the preliminary classroom work 
to develop proper driving skills 
and attitudes and sharpen re- 
sponses, the actual road work 
will come more easily and 
quickly. 

“In Springfield, where we ob- 
served the program,” said Wins- 
cott, “one student, after only 
three hours’ work in the class- 
room, drove into downtown traf- 
fic even though he had never 
been behind the wheel of an 
automobile before., 

“Under the old system, we 
could take only four students 
out in a car at one time and 
naturally only one of those four 
could be driving. Now, we can 
teach 30 students at one time.

ceive the technical instruction.” 

In order to simulate actual 
driving instructions, the Drivo- 
trainers are installed before a 
screen on which films are pro- 
jected from a special camera 
at the rear of the room.. The 
first film of the series gives 
simplified instructions in shift- 
ing gears and manipulating the 
clutch, brake and accelerator 
pedals, but the remainder have 
been shot from a moving auto- 
mobile so that the student, as 
he watches the film and fol- 
lows the instructions, has the 
sensation of handling a real 
vehicle, 


* * * 
RUNNING commentary on 
A tne sound track gives in- 
structions for stopping, 
starting, shifting gears, turning 
the steering wheel, depressing 
the clutch and accelerating. 
However, as the films become 
more complex later in the cur- 
riculum and the driving situa- 
tions potentially more danger- 
ous, the instructions are les- 
sened and the student is left 
more on his own. 
There is a constant check on 
him, however, through the con- 
trol box by the camera. It can 
be set automatically so that 
every time an instruction is 
given on the 
reaction of every driver is re- 
corded on a chart. Thus, Win- 
scott and Crawford can easily 
see which students are not fol- 
lowing instructions properly or 
are reacting too slowly for 
safety. Each student is given 


a mimeographed set of record 
sheets on which can be noted 
his particular weaknesses for 
future emphasis. 

Developed by the Aetna Cas- 
ualty and Surety Co., the Dri- 
votrainers can be equipped with 
either conventional or automat- 
ic shift. Winscott and Crawford 
chose the former—since many 
high school students who pur- 
chase cars of their own will 
buy older models—but are con- 
sidering conversion to the auto- 
matic method. Of the two 
training cars, one has standard 
shift, the other, automatic. 

“Naturally, our prime object- 
ive is to help cut down acci- 
dents,” said Crawford, “but we 
want to help the students de- 
velop the right attitudes as 
well as driving skills—the cour- 
tesy, the sportsmanship, the 
consideration necessary in good 
driving. 

“Statistics show that 50 per 
cent fewer accidents involve 
teen-agers who have had driver 
education than those without it, 
and many insurance companies 
offer a rate discount to boys 
who have taken this kind of 
course.” 

“And the real value of the 
method,” added Winscott, “is 
that the actual driving condi- 
tions are faced by the students 
on film. You could drive around
